PROF. F. W. BROWN OBTAINED 
EARLY EDUCATION HERE 
........ ■— 
| n s 
Former Member of Franklin College 
Faculty Dies Following Illness 
of Several Days. 


Prof. F. W. Brown brother of J. M. 
Brown of this city, who died Sunday 
at Franklin was a former resident 
of Seymour. 
The Franklin Star says: 
After an illness of less than a week. 
Prof. F. W. Brown, one of the best 
loved men in Johnson county, passed 
away at his home on East Jefferson 
street at 8:10 o’clock Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
Ile 
had 
been iii 
fairly good 
health until last Tuesday when he 
suffered a slight oaralytic stroke and 
his condition had gradually grown 
more serious until the end came. 
Mr. Brown was born near Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, February 18, 1838. When 
he was but one year of age hts par­ 
ents moved to a farm near Seymour 
and in the schools of Jackson coun­ 
ty ii rid of Seymour was his early 
education 
obtained.- 
When but a 
youth he accepted a clerkship in a 
store at Seymour and while attend­ 
ing the 
Seymour Academy 
in the 
winter and clerking at -pare times 
he continued his studies of the L at­ 
in language aud unassisted, learned 
Greek and German. 
After complet­ 
ing hi- course in the Academy which 
was at that time one of the leading 
educational institutions of southern 
Indiana, lie entered Franklin college 
in 187>8 and 
continued 
his studies 
here and was almost ready for his 
degree when tile college was cloned 
on account of the Civil War. 
After 
the close of Franklin college he re­ 
turned to hi- home at Seymour and 
Was married in 1833 to Miss Sarah 
Jane McCoy, a sister of the late W. 
II. McCoy, their 
marriage 
taking 
place at the home of the bride’s par­ 
ents in Clark county. 
To this union 
two children were horn. One daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Minnie Pruner of the col­ 
lege mush* 
department, 
and widow 
survive the husband and father. 
Ile 
also leaves a grand daughter, Mis­ 
la in Bruner, and one brother, John 
Brown, of Seymour. 
[ 
In 1856 he wa- elected principal 
I of White River Academy at Browns- 
1 town and in 1867 was recalled to his 
Alma Mater to take tile professor­ 
ship of languages which tu itio n he 
held until 1872 when he wa- forced, 
on account of ill health, to give up 
his position. 
His health recovered, bt* engaged 
in business in Cincinnati for twelve 
years and in 
1884 again 
took up 
teaching a- principal of the Ewing 
cia —aal institute at Perrysville, Ivy. 
This position 
he 
held 
until 
188S 
when he again returned to Franklin 
to accept tin* professorship of Latin 
and literature, which position he held 
until 1308, when he retired.
